NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN THAT the State Water Resources Control Board (State Water
Board) will hold a public hearing to receive public comment on a proposed amendment to the
Water Quality Control Policy on the Use of Coastal and Estuarine Waters for Power Plant
Cooling (Policy). The State Water Board may take action to adopt the proposed amendments
to the Policy following the hearing, which will be held at the following time and location:

BACKGROUND

The Policy, adopted on May 4, 2010 as Resolution No. 2010-0020, established technology-
based standards to implement federal Clean Water Act section 316(b), which requires that the
location, design, construction, and capacity of cooling intake structures reflect the best
technology available for minimizing adverse environmental impact.

The Policy applies to 19 existing power plants located along the California coast, and is
implemented through National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permits.
Under the current Policy, owners or operators of fossil fueled power plants were required to
submit their plans for implementing the Policy by April 1, 2011. The Policy also established
milestones with specific dates.

The State Water Board has received the implementation plans submitted by the Los Angeles
Department of Water and Power (LADWP) for its power plants. Based upon staff’s review, the
State Water Board proposes to amend the Implementation Schedule found in Table 1 of the
Policy for the LADWP power plants. LADWP has committed to the elimination of once-through
cooling when repowering its units. In addition to amending the Implementation Schedule, the
amendment would add requirements to study and implement additional entrainment reduction
measures.
